In Public Speech Attorney General 


Murphy Says Davis Has Mis- 
used Public Funds and Is 
Destitute of Honor 
and of Pride. 


Little Rock, February 13.—(Special.)— 
The bitter controversy between Governor 
Jeff Davis, on one side, and Attorney 
General George W. Murphy, secretary of 
state; J. W. Crockett, auditor; T. C. 
Monroe and Agricultural Commissioner 
H. T. Bradford, on the other, culmil- 
nated in the adoption by the house of 
representatives this afternoon of a reso- 
lution instructing the ways and means 
committee to make a thorough investi- 
gation of Governor Davis’ official con- 
duct since he became governor two years 
ago. 

The direct cause of the action of today 
was charges preferred by Attorney Gen- 
eral Murphy in a speech attended by 
1,800 people last night. Among other 
things, the attorney general said: 

“I arraign him before you, senators 
and representatives, as I shall arraign 
him publicly before all the people of Ar- 
kansas. 

“T arraign him as a man not worthy 
of your confidence and unfit for the 
longer occupancy of the gubernatorial 
chair of your state. I arraign him as 
destitute alike of honor and of pride.

sist in each instance of a Venezuelan, a 
representative of the claimant power, 
and in case of a @sagreement an um- 
pire to be named by the president of the 
United States. 

CLAIMS TO BE LAID 

BEFORE CCMMISSION 

The protocols, in providing for refer- 
ence of the question of preferential treat- 
ment to The Hague, do not state in de- 
tail the methods of procedure by which 
the case is to be laid before the tribunal. 
This will be done in a second set of 
protocols, the preparation of which will 
begin at once. It is provided, however, 
that not Venezuela alone, but all the 
other creditor nations, shall be permit- 
ted to appear with her before the tribu- 
nal in opposition fo the allies for prefer- 
ential payment.

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PEACHTREE HOME 


Residence of Or Dunbar: Roy 
Eolered by Three Cracksmen. 


Thieves Secured $375 in Gold and 
Two Diamonds Valued at $200 
Each — Robbery Carefully 
Planned and Executed 
Last Night. 


“The boldest, cleverest and most suc- 
cessful burglary in many months was 
perpetrated at the home of Dr. Dunbar 
Roy, 374 Peachtree street, last night be- 
tween 9 and 10 o'clock, when three 
cracksmen entered the house and car- 
ried away $375 in gold coin and two hand- 
some diamonds valued at $200 each. 

Dr. and Mrs. Roy left home about 9 
o'clock to attend a supper at the home 
of Mrs. F. B. Dancy, on Ponce de Leon | 
avenue. They had been there but a few 
minutes when a telephone message from 
the home of Charles Kingsbery notified 
Dr. Roy that his home was being bur- 
glarized. : 

Dr. Roy immediately left the home of 
his host and drove rapidly to his resi- 
dence. When he reached the house he 
discovered that his private safe had been 
entered and rifled of about $27 in gold 
and that two diamonds had been taken 
from a pin, which was his wife’s. The 
safe had been left unlocked when Dr. 
Roy left the house. Other small change 
was taken from a purse which was lying 
in a @rawer. The thieves were about 
$700 to the good after the robbery. 


Servants Hysterical. 

The police were immediately notified 
and Call Officer Dorsey went to the 
house. When he reached the scene the 
servants, who sleep in the basement and 
who had been the first to discover the 
burglars, were hysterical with fright. Of- 
ficer Dorsey was unable to get in the 
house until a key was brought him by 
the maid. 

Upon investigation he discovered that 
the burglars had entered one of the win- 
dows on the southern side of the house 
or@ning into the library. The thieves 
had evidently planned the robbery care- 
fully, for they had ‘taken out a small 
piece of triangular. glass just above the 
window latch by stunding on a fence 
which rises right up to the edge of the 
window. They left through a window 
opening from the parlor on the south 
side. 

After entering the house they went 
straight to the back hall, where the safe 
stood, and after rifling that entered Mrs. 
Roy's room and with a deftness that be- 
spoke thelr experience at the business 
cleverly removed the diamonds from the 
pin and left the pin lying on the dresser. 

The burglars took nothing which would 
lead to their identity were it found on 
their persons. They. left untodched two 
handsome gold watches which were lying 
on the dresser, and a number of other 
pieces of jewelry, besides a large amount 
of valuable marked silver which was in 
the sitting room. 


Lime Tracks in House. 

The back yard, through which the rob- 
bers had to walk to reach the library 
window, had been sprinkled with lime by 
Dr. Roy, so when the burglars entered 
the house they left lime tracks all over 
the carpets. 

Two men, neatly dressed, were seen to 
leave the house and walk rapidly across 
the yard of the next house toward the 
city, and it is thought they were joined 
by a third farther up the street. 

Mr. Kingsbery, who lives in the house 
next below Dr. Roy's, came out when 
the alarm was given and saw the bur- 
glars leave the house, but not in time 
to stop them. 

Mrs. Roy was greatly agitated when 
she reached home, and on account of the 
nervous shock was almost prostrated. 
The two diamonds which were stolen 
were given her by her father a number 
of years ago, and for this reason she 
valued them even more than for their 
intrinsic worth. 

Sergeant Bedford and Detectives Bone 
and White were detailed by Captain Jen- 
nings t6 work up the case. They have 
absolutely no clew to the identity of the 
burglars, and on account of the fact that 
they took nothing which would lead to 
thelr identity should they attempt to 
dispose of it the officers are completely 
baffied. No one saw the thieves at close 
enough range to‘identify them again.

LIE TO MORGAN 


GIVEN BY REYES 


Colombian Diplomat De- 
nounces Certain Statements 
Made by Senator. 


Mexico City, February 13.—The Mexican 
Herald publishes the following telegram 
sent to Senator Morgan, at Washington, 
by General Rafael Reyes, minister from 
Colombia at this capital: 

“Mexico, February 13, 1903.—To Senator 
Morgan, Washington, D. C. I read in to- 
day’s newspaper that in a session of the 
senate on the 12th instant you declared 
that a recent chief executive of the Co- 
lombian government had sold out and 
abdicated for a million dollars. Accord- 
ing to the Colombian’ constitution, the 
chief executives are the president and 
vice president. The last president was 
Senor Don Manuel Antonio San Clemente, 
a venerable old man of over 80 years, 
whose reputation for integrity is wide- 
spread in all Spanigh-American nations 
and who died a few months ago, and the 
vice president in charge of the executive 
office at the present time is Senor Don 
Jose Manuel Marroquin, whose upright- 
ness is as well known as that of the for- 
mer. Neither of the two abdicated, and 
therefore the charge you have uttered is 
false. 

“T must suppose, having regard to the 
respect which is due to the senate of the 
United States and to al] nations of the 
globe to your own age and integrity, 
and to justice and truth that in making 
the assertion in question you have given 
credence to false and malicious reports, 
the origin of which I invite you to pub- 
lish, And I must expect that, acting 
with the courage and sturdy honesty of 
the men of the school of George Wash- 
ington, among whom towers the present 
executive chief of your nation, that you 
will in fairness fulfill your duty of recti- 
fying a charge as injurious as false 
against my country.

He took up ‘the entire 
time of both sessions—five and one-half 
hours. He touched upon almost every 
phase of the strike, and when he closed 
he was greeted with long applause, which 
Chairman Gray did not suppress. Presi- 
dent Mitchell was in court all day, but 
did not have anything to say to the 
commission in parting. 

Mr. Darrow first discussed the cause of 
the strike. The responsibility for the 
coal famine, he said, rested with those 
who were responsible for the strike. If 
the men struck without just reason, then 
they were responsible; but if the men 
were right and the operators not broad- 
minded enough to see the justness of 
their claims, then the latter were re- 
sponsible for the trouble. He believed 
the strike was due to the “blind, auto- 
cratic, stupid spirit of the operators. 
‘They believed the issue was who’*should 
be the master—the operators or the men. 
1 say neither should be the master of 
the other.”’

The municipal bonds accepted must be 
those of a city which has been in exist- 
ence for a period of twenty-five years. 
which for ten years past has not default- 
ed in the payment of any debt contract- 


ed by it. which has more than 50,000 in- 
habitants, as shown by the national, state 
or city census, and whose ret indebted- 
ness doeg not exceed 10 per cent of the 
valuation of its taxable property. The 
railroad bonds must be tae first mort- 
gage bonds of railroad companies which 
have paid dividends of not less than 4 
per cent per annum upon their entire cap 
ital stock for a period of not less than 
ten vears previous to the deposit of the 
bonds. 

The bill gives the secretary the power 
to withdraw public money from any bank 
time and to require any bank 
to. increase the quantity of the securi- 
ties deposited by it as collateral or to 
alter their character. The government is 
given a lien on all assets of banks in 
which public moneys are deposited for 
the repayment of the same.

RUSSELL SAGE 
ON THE TRUSTS 


He Thinks Anti-Legislation 
at This Time Will Be 
Hurtful. 


New York, February 13.—In a conver- 
Sation on anti-trust legislation, Russell 
Sage is quoted as saying: 

“The trust proposition has not reached 
a stage where evils have presented then- 
selves plainly and in a definite form. 
Legislation at this time will only” work 
harmful results, for no one can put his 
finger on the danger spots. 

“The situation, as it appears to me, is 
simply a case of illness, with the trust 
as patient. Doctors simply watch devel- 
opments and apply curatives at the 
proper time.

According to information received here 
yesterday no appropriation will be made 
at this session of congress for the con- 
struction of a new public building in 
Atlanta. 

Developments at Washington yesterday, 
however, are of the greatest importance 
to this city. It has been decided that 
an entirely new site shall be secured on 
which a building to. cost fully $1,000,0u0 
is to be constructed. With a new site 
provided for by the present congress, the 
building is a matter of course and will 
be authorized at the next session. The 
bill to be introduced in the house today 
will specify that the site to be selected 
must be a full square and provisions for 
securing such property will be made. 
Chairman Mercer made. vigorous fight 
to secure a public building for Atlanta 
at this session, but was compelled to 
compromise by accepting an increased ap- 
propriation for a site. 

The last public building bill made an 
appropriation of $170,000 for the purchase 
of the half square adjoining the present 
site of the postoffice. Under the present 
bill, however, this project will be aban- 
doned and property secured in some other 
section of the city. 

Regarding the status of the public 
building bill to be presented to this con- 
gress The Constitution last night re- 
ceived the following special from Wash- 
ington: 

Action of Committee. 

Washington, February 13.—(Special.)— 
The house committee on public buildings 
and grounds went over the public build- 
ing situation in detail today and after 
a full discussion decided there was no 
chance to secure the passage at this 
session of a bill unless it is confined to 
the purchase of sites and the carrying on 
of projects already under way. 

The committee will meet again tomor- 
row, and, in all probability, it will report 
at once a bill restricted in its scope to 
these two features 

Atlanta will be in the bill to the extent 
of a site. The last publk building bill 
made an appropriation of $170,000 for the 
purchase of the half square adjoining fhe 
present site, 

It is now proposed to remove the re- 
strictions which were placed in that bill 
upon the secretary of the treasury, con- 
fining him to that half square, and to 
make an appropriatfon sufficfent to in- 
sure the purchase of a new site. Just 
what sum the committee will recom- 
this has not been definitely 


determined, but it will be specified that

$200,000. This will enable the secretary 
of the treasury to purchase an entilre- 
ly new site, and, what is more important 
to Atlanta, it insures an entirely new 
building at some time in the near future, 
rather than a patched over structure at 
the present location. 

The purchase of the site by this con- 
gress insures a million dollar building at 
some time in the near future. 

The details of the committee's bill have 
not been definitely determined, but it 
has been decided that it shall be on the 
lines I have indicated. 

Chairman Mercer is not assured of 
its consideration by the house, but it is 
part of the plan of the promoters of this

GERMANY WON’T BUY SHIPS. 


Doesn’t Need the Battle Ships of 


Chile and Argentina. 

Berlin, February 13.~The German navy 
department in considering the proposal 
that Germany purchase the four battle 
ships being constructed for Argentina 
and Chile in England and Italy has de- 
cided not to do so for two reasons. First, 
because the government is not willing 
in view of the present state of the im- 
perial finances to ask the reichstag for 
the $17,500,000 required, and, second, be- 
cause the general staff of the navy does 
not wish to incorporate into the Ger- 
man navy guns of different caliber and 
turret machinery and other essential fea- 
tures of war ships which are not sim- 
ilar to those in use on board German 
built vessels. It is pointed out that the 
present homogenity of the navy would 
be impaired by further war ships to be 
acquired by Germany as the gunnery can- 
not be changed from ship to ship with- 
out the loss of their efficiency.

Death of Dr. Curry. 

Dr. Jabez L. M. Curry, than whom 
the south had no more venerable fig- 
ure, has paid the penalty of mortal- 
ity. The death of this strong, gifted, 
useful son falls sorely upon the south, 
and particularly upon Georgia, 
native state. 

Dr. Curry’s life 


was a long one, 
crowded with worthy activities and 
accomplished good. He was essen- 
tially a publicist, and from the time 
he served his country as a soldier un- 
der Scott in Mexico until 


veil, he was to be found in positions 
of- public honor, responsibility and 
philanthropy. 


Before the war between the states | 


Dr. Curry was a member of the feder- 
al congress, and after the outbreak 
of that fratricidal struggle sat in the 
congress of the confederate states. 
In politics he was one of the leaders 
of that day. To the experience of the 
Mexican war veteran he added the 
experience of a confederate soldier, 
serving with gallant distinction in 
that capacity. 

But Dr. Curry will be chiefly re- 
membered as the father of the public 
school system of the southern states. 
As agent of the Peabody and Slater 


funds, for twenty years he devoted | 


his splendid executive ability and 
tireless energy to organizing and in- 
creasing the efficiency of the free 
school system of the south. 

If for nothing else Dr. Curry has 
left behind him an enduring monu- 
ment. 


The Slave Pension Bill. 

The Constitution,

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Equity in Taxation. 

There is no phase of political econ- 
| OMy more interesting as a study than 
taxation, and it is doubtful if in any 
‘department of administration, govern- 
|; ment has exercised its arbitrary func- 
tions more arbitrarily—that is, with 
‘less semblance of equity. 
Too often when government sets 
lout to raise money for its expense 
budget through taxation it adopts the 
_Imtitudinous advice of the worldly 
wise father to his son: “My boy, Ret 
‘money honestly, if you can—but get 
| money.” 

In taxation we should have the very 
refinement of governmental fairneds 
/and equity. To know what is justly 
_this citizen or that citizen’s, this in- 
terest or that interest’s share of the 
burden of maintaining government, is 
a problem worthy to be grappled with 
by the world’s greatest minds, and the 
men who, as representatives of the 
governed, sit as a board of equaliza- 
tion or fix the character and rate of 
assessment, should combine with the 
_wisdom of the political economist the 
integrity and impartiality of the 
judge. 

There is neither wisdom nor jus- 
tice nor impartiality in allowing a 
Croesus. by his adroitness as a tax- 
| dodger or his “pull” with the powers 
| that be, to pay little or no more to- 
‘ward the supoprt of his government 
than a man who has only cents where 
| he has dollars; and yet the practice is 
|so much the rule that it is common- 
place. How often, in the exercise of 
a municipality’s occupation tax pow- 
ers, do we see accumulated millions 
paying an annual tribute grotesquely 
‘near that paid by the butcher, the 
baker and the candlestick maker! 
| A table of statistics issued by the 
'interstate commerce commission 
shows the taxation of railways per 
mile of line in the several states.

A study of this table is in itself a 
whole chapter of political economy. 
Naturally the investigator . will ask 
himself, why such discrepancy? 

And right here is all the milk in the 
taxation cocoanut. 

The Norfolk Virginian-Pilot has 
given the interstate commerce com- 
mission’s table a little analysis, and 
on this point concludes: 

Of course there is a sound reason for 
the rates of taxation of railways vary-

However, it is possible that if an 
investigation were made of the local 
conditions obtaining with reference to 
railway taxation in Tennessee, Vir- 
ginia and North Carolina, cited as an 
example by our Norfolk contempora- 
ry, a good reason might be found for 
the apparent discrepancy. The exist- 
ence of legislative provisions not ap- 
parent on the surface will probably ac- 
count for some of the most glaring 
contrasts, and for that reason the ta- 
ble cannot. be adequately analyzed 
without a knowledge of local condt- 
tions. 

For example, Georgia is far down to- 
ward the, foot of the column, whereas, 
if the local condition were under- 
stood, it would be seen that the rail- 
roads taxed are paying a higher rate 
of taxation than indicated. The trou- 
ble in, Georgia is that some of the 
strongest railways of the state, repre- 
senting much of the state’s railway 
mileage, are exempted from paying 
taxes to the state by the provisions of 
their charters—a concession granted 
at an early day to encourage railroad 
building and the material develop- 
ment of the then young common- 
wealth. 
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Kentucky’s Anti-Crime Crusade. 

As noted in last Sunday’s Constitu- 
tion, the good people of Kentucky are 
thoroughly aroused on ihe question of 
crime and the law’s enforcement, and 
if the moral crusade inaugurated by 
the pulpits of the state is not con- 
ducive to reform, the remedy is fur- 
ther to seek. In our opinion the Ken- 
tuckians are on the right track. 

The criminal statistics of “the dark 
and bloody ground” of recent years 
have been little short of appalling. 
Within .ae past ten year; the court 
records show 311 homicides—inany of 
them palpable murders—-in the city 
of Louisville alone, and in not a single 
instance was the death penalty in- 
fiicted by justice. 

The Louisville Times reasons with 
much truth: 

It is not because the death penalty Is 
not provided by the law, but because the 
men who observe the law themselves have 
not been willing to acknowledge their in- 
dividual responsibility for its enforce- 
ment. To hold certain men accountable 
for this condition is to beg the question. 
If a reform is to be made, the’ forces for 
reform must be as strongly and compact- 
ly organized as the forces which profit by 
the breaking down of the law. ae 
the best men in Louisville will give the 
best that is‘in them in the fight against 
crime, the effect will be tangible, other- 
Wwisg all the fine words and noble senti- 
ments might as well have been left un- 
said. The situation is one not to be dealt 
with in the abstract. The success of the 
crusade will be determined solely by its 
staying qualities. Its’ inherent right will 
not alone bring svuecess. The criminal 
cannot be expected to put a higher value 
cn human life than is demanded of him 
by men who have neve committed crime.

That Many Pedestrians Alone 
Were Counted Yesterday, 


from 7 O’Clock in the Morning Un- 
til 7 O’Clock Last Night Three 
Men Were Busy Counting 
the Stream of People 
Coming and Going. 


From ¢ o'clock yesterday morning to 7 
eclock last night 39,7438 pedestriang 
crozsed the Whitehall street viaduct. 

No effort was made to enumerate those 
who crossed the structure in vehicles of 
any kind or street cars. 

It is estimated that fully 18,000 persons 
erossed the viaduct otherwise than on 
foot. it was stated last night by those 
who took the count that yesterday does 
not establish a record by any means, as 
there were no matinees at the theaters or 
any other unusual attractions in the 
downtown section of the city. 

The counting of the number of people 
who walked over the viaduct was done 
under the direction of the viaduct direc- 
tory company and the utmost care was 
taken to have the number absolutely 
correct. 

From ¢ o'clock yesterday morning until 
7:25 o'clock 613 persons crossed over the 
viaduct. At 11 o'clock about 12.000 had 
been registered, and at’*2 o’clock 23,857 
had been counted. The record was again 
taken at 5:30 o'clock, with a total of 33,000, 
and at 7 o'clock, when the count had 
closed, it was shown that 39,743 persons 
had traversed the viaduct in twelve 
hours. 

The crowds shown to traverse White- 
hail street by the count of yesterday but 
serves aS an index to the wonderful 
growth of Atlanta. Other streets than 
Whitehall are also daily crowded anda 
it-is estimated that there is even greater 
congestion at the intersection of White- 
hall, Peachtree, Marietta and Decatur 
streets.

The Christmas gifts in question Were a 
number of ‘nandsome pictures done in 
water colors by Mrs. Simeon Shaw, wife 
of the Rev. Simeon Shaw, of West Point, 
Ga., a former resident of Oxford, and 
were intended for Mrs. H.. H. Stone, Mrs. 
John F. Bonnell, Mrs. M. T. Peed, Dr. 
John 8S. Moore and Charlie Bonnell, of 
Oxford 

There were six pictures in all, and each 
of them was a beautiful piece of hana- 
painted work done by Mrs. Shaw. Whei 
Mrs. Shaw received no letters of thanks 
from those te whom sae had sent the 
gifts last Christmas she wrote to know 
if they had been received, and a nega- 
tive reply came from each of her Oxford 
friends. 

The paintings were greatly prized by 
the owners and a number of letters had 
been written in an attempt to locate 
them, but with no avail till the story was 
published in The Constitution last Taurs- 
day, stating that’ Officers Cowan and

Robin- 
son came to Atlanta Christmas eve night, 
got on a spree and left them in a Deca- 
tur street barroom, and Grave Robber 
Freeman, who had been drinking with 
him, had taken possession with the in- 
tention of selling them. Freeman is one 
of Atlanta’s professional negro crooks, 
and the property was found in ‘ais pos: 
session by Officers Cowan and Barfield. 

The paintings were on exhibition in the 
office of Chief Ball yesterday and were 
the object of much admiraticg by a num- 
ber of Mrs. Shaw's friends who called 
to see them. ' 

One of them, “Ole Uncle Cris,” a paint- 
ing of a noted Oxford negro character, 
attracted a great deal of attention on 
account of the splendid execution of the 
work and its trueness to life.

WILL DISCUSS 
POLICE BOARD 


Council’s Ordinance Com- 
mittee Will Meet This 
Morning, 


Two measures affecting the police 
board situation will be considered by the 
ordinance committee, of which Couwncil- 
man Winn is chairman, during the ses- 
sion that is tq begin this morning at 10 
o'clock. 

One is the ordinance of Councilman 
Warren and the other is the resolution of 
Councilman Key. Both were presented 


during the last session of council and 
were referred to the ordinance commit- 
tee for action. 

The ordinance of Councilman Warren, 
as is well. known, makes operative at 
once the provisions in the report of the 
special investigating’ committee, which 
submitted conclusions upon the police 
board and its methods in the depart- 
ment.

NEW STEEL BRIDGE 
NEARS COMPLETION 


Marietta Road Bridge at Ellen N Te 
Be Opened in Few Days. 


ABOLISHES GRADE CROSSING 


Is One of Chief Features on Recently 
Improved Road to the River. 
Recent Heavy Rains Caused 
Only a Few Washouts 
on County Roads. 


Work on the handsome steel bridge on 
the Marietta road at Ellen N, over the 
tracks of the Southern and Western and 
Atlantic railroads, is rapidly nearing 
completion and it was announced last 


night that the bridge will be opened 
to traffic within the next few days. 

The opening of the bridge-will mark 
the completion of one of the finest road- 
ways in the south. The Marietta road 
has been graded, pavéd with macadam 
and otherwise improved along its entire 
length from Howell station to the Chat- 
tahoochee river, and the bridge will be 
one af the chief improvements, as _ it 
eliminates the grade crossing over the 
main lineg of two railroads at Ellen N 
The work on the road, which was 


as J. Donaldson, superintendent of pub- 
lic works, was finished some time ago 
and the grade crossing has been kept 
in use, pending the building of the steel 
bridge. A considerable portion of the 
road beyond Ellen N is entirely new, this 
being found necessary in order to elimi- 
nate a very heavy grade on ‘the old road. 
The macadam pavement is 30 feet wide 
from the point of beginning to the river. 
The new bridge will be one of the finest 
road bridges in Fulton county. The 
abutments were constructed by the coun- 


ty, while the bridge proper is being erect- 


ed by the two steam railroads. 
Superintendent Donaldson states that 
only a few slight washouts on the coun- 
ty roads have been reported as a result 
of the recent heavy rains. The total 
damage is small. The superintendent 
states that all of the washouts have been 
repaired and that the roads are in good 
condition. 


To Operate Model Farm. 

It is expected that within a _ short 
time work will begin on the model farm 
which the officials propose to operate 
at the Fulton county reformatory. 8u- 
perintendent Means has on-hand all of 
the necessary farming implements, and 
if the present good weather continues 
during the next few days the corps of 
juvenile inmates of the institution will 
likely be placed at work during that 
time in tilling the soil of the big reserva- 
tion. It is the purpose of the officials to 
conduct the farm in a modern and up-to- 
date manner and to render it a model.

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STATE GOSSIP CAUGHT 
IN CAPITOL CORRIDORS 
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OMMISSIONER OF AGRICUL- 

TURE 0. B, STEVENS, State Oil 

Inspector Bryant gnd State Ento- 
mologist "Scott, who left the city a few 
days ago for Washington, have gone on 
an important mission in connection with 
the work of the department of agricul- 
ture. They expect to consult different 
officials of the United States department 
of agriculture with reference to matters 
that are of vital importance to the farm- 
ing interests of Georgia. 

The trouble from diseases of cotton, 

which has been so prevalent in Texas, 
is getting in its work in Georgia, and this 
is one matter which the commissioner of 
agriculture wants to take up with the 
department in Washington. Cotton 
Krowers have contended with the boll 
weevil for some time, but the appear- 
ance of the new disease, anthracnose, 
for which there seems to be little rem- 
edy so far except moving the plantation, 
is causing considerable worry. Com- 
missioner Stevens is a warm advocate of 
less cotton and more grain, and he thinks 
the problem might possibly be worked 
out on that line, by planting grain, espe- 
cially where anthracnose. makes its ap- 
pearance. 
_ Another matter which Commissioner 
Stevens will take up with the bureau 
of animal industry, a department of the 
department of agriculture, is the ques- 
tion of removing the quarantine line far- 
ther south into Georgia, so that more 
Georgia counties will be freed of the 
restrictions in the shipment of their cat- 
tie. This is a feature which requires 
long and hard work, ana the depart- 
ment will change the lines only when 
it is shown that certain animal diseases 
against which the quaramMine stands 
have been eliminated. : 

Commissioner Stevens will Dien con- 
sult the department of chemistry \on cer- 
tain matters of interest to Georgih. par- 
ticularly ‘sugar cane and its products, 
and while away he will no doubt arrange 
to get his supply of tags for next sea- 
son, ; 

The department of agriculture has had 
no Httle trouble of late on account of 
Selzures of fertilizers and cotton seed 
meal. The reason for this Is that the 
department Is acting under a new law 
relative to fertilizers of all kinds. and 
the provisions of the taw are not yet 
thoroughly understood. These frequent 
Seizures of fertilizers do not mean that 
there has been any fraud or any attempt 
at fraud, but simply that a lack of. un- 
derstanding of the law results in many 
mistakes. As soon as the law as it now

BOOTH PRAYED 
FOR SENATORS 


Great Crowd in Galleries Heard 
Salvation Leader's Invocation, 


After the Prayer Senator Depew Re- 
newed His Remarks on the 
Statehood Bill and Bitterly 
Attacked the Mormon 
Church. 


Washington, February 13.—An immense 
crowd was attracted to the senate ‘today 
to hear the invocation of General Wis- 
liam Booth, founder: and commander in 
chief of the Salvation Army. Among the 
occupants of the galleries were Booth- 
Tucker, the genefdl’s chief assistant and 
son in law, and a large number of Sal- 
vationists. 

When the statehood bill came upyMr. 
Depew resumed his remarks, And at- 
tacked the Mormon church “beéause he 
said he believed its members still cling 
to the practice of polygamy. 

Referring to the anti-polygamy pfo- 
vision in the statehood bill, Mr. Depew 
said that it would seem that “the fine 
litalian hand” of the Mormon apostle had 
been at work in the preparation of the 
measure, and that the concentrated influ- 
ence of the Mormon hiérarchy could be 
seen in the determined effort to prevent 
any amendment waich would completely 
exclude polygamy. 

It is not disputed, he said, that the vote 
of the Mormon church is absolutely con- 
trolled by tae centra!] heirarchy of that 
organization. He declared that the mi- 
gration of Mormons to different states 
and territories was not for the purpose 
of securing homes and farms, but through 
compact, to control legislation. 

Any legislation, Mr. Rawlins declared, 
in any state directed. at Mormonism is 
futile unless there is a public sentiment 
whica will sustain the same. The ques- 
tion was not as to the inadequacy of the 
provisions against polygamy. but as to 
the exercise of political power. Persecu- 
tion is the seed of the Mormon «aurch, 
he declared, and it did not do any good 
to arraign the entire people and brand 
every Mormon as a slave—a most unjust 
accusation. - 

“To do that,” he said, “you solidify 
those who would aid you in bringing 
about the very conditions you seek here.” 
The best possible school, he said, for the 
correction of these evils, is to emanci- 
pate the Mormons and leave taem free io 
work out their own destinies. 

Mr. Dubois said he did not think the 
reference to the opponents of statehood to 
polygamy were serious. He declared that 
if the statehood bill is allowed to be put 
on the postoffice 


ing of the Idaho constitution relating to 
elections as an amendment, and require 
Arizona and New Mexico to subscribe to 
it before being admitted. 

Under the test oath of that constitu- 
tion, he said, Idaho disfranchised every 
member of the Mormon church, and for 
years they were without a vote.

new trial where the evidence is conflicting; it 

must do so where there is no evidence.
